The first question one must ask when determining an antenna is "what do I want 
to do with it?" 


DX? Domestic? There is no "best antenna". E.g. my "best antenna" for a sked 
with a friend 200 miles away is a dipole at 20ft on 75m. Beats the 75m dx 
antenna by a good two S-units consistantly. I wouldn't think of even 
switching it in line though for my friend OE6MBG in Graz. 


So based on your lack of requirements, go with the dipole. Less hassle all 


around. The vertical in the tree (without a good ground return....i.e. 
radials or counterpoise) will be a high angle antenna like the dipole at 35' 
anyway, and probably a lot less noise on the dipole, easier to load, etc etc. 


And no, the aluminum siding would not be a counterpoise for the roof vertical. 
On the other hand, the roof vertical with at least 4 radials will be a decent 
antenna (much much much better than same antenna at ground level in the tree) 
and you'll probly work some dx with it.

In a message dated 96-10-15 15:05:05 EDT, you write: 


<< In your example, the Fox sends his report and a BK then the hound sends 
his 

report and a BK then the Fox answers with a BK and ends the exchange 
(without a "dit dit"???) Did you forget a BK or is there a reason the Hound 
doesn't send one after the Fox's? >> 


I didn't forget. There is no reason for the hound to not send a BK in 
response to the Fox's. I tried not to make my example perfectly balanced and 
structured so that guys wouldn't get the idea that they had to follow an 
exact script. In my example of an exchange, the fox sends QSL to indicate 
verification of what was sent and the hound sends R R. You will hear stations 
do one or the other usually but rarely anything else. True, when one station 
sends BK to indicate "back to you", it is common for the other station to 
send BK and then proceed, but many stations will just start in with what they 
have to send. Probably the main point I was trying to make was to keep it 
brief and to the point and to show some of the "lingo" that is common in a 
contest exchange. 


As for the missing dit dit... I probably end 99% of my regular QSOs with one 
but rarely in a contest. To me it doesn't seem to "fit" the occasion. 
However, if I'm in one of those more leisurely contest where you might 
exchange a "Hello Pat. good to hear you on", etc. I might throw in the dit 
dit. It's kind of a extra little goodbye that links us cw loving ops. 


Good questions! Thanks for the message and I hope the bands improve for 
Wednesday night. They don't sound all that great now. I hope to work you.

Holy acronyms, Batman! 


I amused myself yesterday (Thanksgiving here in the Great White 
North) by building a surface mount VFO. It's a plain little affair, 
a slightly modified version of what's on page 36 of Solid State 
Design. The modification is that I used a voltage regulator chip 
(78L06 in a SOT-89 package) instead of a 6 volt zener diode... 


The results are impressive - the complete VFO exhibits zero warmup 
drift, and I can just barely tell that it drifts with temperature. 
The pc board is the size of a postage stamp (25 by 40 mm, and it's 
not at all crowded), so I'm going to mount it in a minibox with 
the tuning capacitor out one end and power and RF output out the 
other end. I'll mummify the board and toroid (80 meters, so it's 

a T68-2) in bubble packing and wedge them inside, which should 
ensure both thermal and mechanical insulation. 


While building a stable 80 meter VFO is hardly a feat, I'm sure 
the fact that chip capacitors usually have COG/NPO temperature 
coefficients doesn't hurt - I bought one of Digi-Key's assortments. 
While there are SMD inductors available in useful values, their Q 
doesn't impress me, so I'm sticking to old-fashioned toroids with 
hefty wire for now... 


Oh, BTW: I approve of keeping the whole pot pourri of postings on 
QRP-L. Isn't the variety part of the fun? Don't we already have 
too many competing/bickering factions?

I've seen a couple of different methods of using a diode junction for 
temperature compensation of the tuning voltage on a varactor diode. 


One basically parallels the temp comp diode and some variable resistance with 
the varactor, giving a voltage across the varactor which tracks with 
temperature. This appears, for instance, in NN1G's new White Mtn. transceiver. 


The other puts the diode in series with the tuning voltage, giving a 
@.7V drop in the voltage which tracks with temperature. This was used by DeMaw 
in an old varactor VFO article. 


One of these methods has to be wrong. Which one?

QUESTION: I have a feeling this is too large a value so I must have made a 
mistake somewhere. Where? 


Incidentally, this filter came from the preselector of the "Integrated 
Contest Grade CW Station" found in page 225 of Solid State Design 
(Hayward/DeMaw). I am trying to convert the basic filter into a 50 ohm in 
and 50 ohm out filter without the variable capacitors. Therefore I am trying 
to work out the exact values of the capacitance needed. I might still use 
low value trimmers to tweak the value a little but the 90 pF used is a 
little high. 


I need help working out C3 as I don't know how to do this. I also need 
help working out the bandwidth of the filter given the values above. I do 
not know the Q of the -6 material at 14 MHz, nor do I know how to work this 
out correctly. 


I'd appreciate any help in resolving this problem and exercise for me. 
Thanks.

Hi all, 


Got the Black Widow from Cabelas today. Arrived in a nice reusable cardboard 
shipping tube. I was not familiar with this type of rod at all. All of the 
ones that I have seen B4 have had loops all the way up. Didn't even know that 
they existed. Stopped at the Shack and picked up some twinlead, and 24ga 
speaker wire and an assortment of alligator clips. 

Per the instrucions I wound about 50 feet of twin lead on the gottom section. 
The lighter twin lead that the Shack sells coils on the pole very nicely. Vey 
nice quality pole by the way. I did clip off the two brass hook thingies that 
were on the bottom (what are those for anyway?). Did not count the number of 
turns but did wrap very nice. 

Decided to make the vertical radiator out of speaker wire. Soldered the wires 
together at the bottom of the coil and left about a 3 in pigtail. I soldered 
the wires together at the top and then soldered on a male lug connector. 
Measured out the radials and notched them and attached alligator clips to the 
ends. I made up the vertical radiator out of the speaker wire and just used a 
solder ring on the top that would just slip over the pole tip. I put a female 
spade connector on the end of the radiator. 

I think that the total time spent from the time that I started until it was a 
done deal was about 2 hours. I did just wrap the bottom of the coil and the 
top with electrical tape to hold the coil in place. I think that I will wrap 
the rest of the coil in tape or just cover it with some large heat shrink. 

I have not had a chance to put it on the air as I did not have enough 
twinlead left over for the feed line, but I will pick some up tomorrow and 
see what is what with the RF-1. 

I ahve read all of the posts and articles on this antenna and have not seen 
any mention of the designed input impedence. Anyone know? Is it 50 ohms, 300 
ohms or what? Of course once I get the SWR analyzer hooked up I will now a 
lot more. I would have done that tonite but got dark. I did slip it over a 
stick in the back yard and "set it up". Took about 10 minutes in the dark by 
feel. Not the time to be setting up a black antenna! 

I am looking forward to getting it on the air and refining the design a bit. 
I need to come up with a better way of attaching the ground radials ( I made 
4) and the connector between the coil and the radiator. I may just solder the 
radiator on solid and then coil it around the coil for storage, nit sure. I 
will be going to the cabin near Rocky Mountain National park in November and 
you can bet that this is the antenna for that "dx"pedition. 

Not all I have to do is decide what radio to build next....Norcal 40 with 


KC-1...GM40..... OHR100..... WM 20 meter SSB ( I AM a CW op I am I am 
waited )hmmmm. . . 
More to follow on performance and stuff....Plan on doing a side by side with 


the Gap Titan if the weather holds......

We had over 40 QSO's 
during that time, most of which were good old ragchews, and many 
with hams who were also amateur astronomers. We worked both 
coasts, a KH6 and a ZL3 (on 40M!). Only disappointment was not 
working but a couple of guys from the list. 


It was a QRP Afield type of thing ... we put up two tents, a 
vertical and used MFJ's, an NW40 and Howards IC-706. The site 
was about 15 miles from Socorro atop a ridge (about 6000 feet) 

on the Pound Ranch. Saturday night was the dark skies star party 
and chuck wagon dinner.

I heard about on an ARRL bulletin, (W1AW-list-request@arzrl.org), is that the 
last of the Alexanderson Alternators at a site that is now a radio museum in 
Sweden is going to be doing a Morse transmission on 17 k Hz. Since some 
Lowfers post here, I thought I would mention this. I believe it is coming up 
Oct. 23. Not much time to get a receiver going. There is a novel receiver 
that would be easy to build: 


Now what I would like to ask of the many experimenters who are also from 
Canada, is anyone familiar with the Stark Electronic Lab kits from the mid 
'60's? Canada, as a member of the Colombo (aid) Plan supplied these to trade 
school electronics courses in Malaysia. 


What I am looking for is the schematic found in the Stark Lab experiments that 
uses the kit parts to make a multi-vibrator, (flip flop) that was used with 
one more transistor to make a form of direct conversion receiver for VLF in 
the 10 to 50 kHz range. At least, I remember using the Stark kits to do this 
with my students at the time, but if the diagram came from the Lab manual with 


the kit or not I am not sure. 


If someone still has access to the Stark kit materials, perhaps you could 
confirm or not if such a schematic was in there. I am going to try to find 
31 year old Teaching notebooks; and see if I have the circuit. It would be an 
easy way to implement a Lowfer receiver for this historic transmission. (Or 
another simple receiver for even HF!) 


Basically, the block diagram in words is this: A random wire antenna was 
connected to a series AM radio trap circuit to remove AM BCI. Then the signal 
line was carried to a transistor used as a single stage mixer in some way, 
with local oscillator being provided by the two transistors in the flip flop 
circuit. That way, with reasonable resistors and caps, (and only one tuned 
circuit), you got to the low frequencies with a stable oscillator. I remember 
we were sucessful in hearing the West coast USA, Navy CW VLF stations with 
this lash up. I guess we fed the mixer output to an Audio amplifier that was 
also in the Stark Lab. 


I think they were an Ontario company. 


Anyone have the circuit, or has seen it elsewhere?

>High school. Some of my school ham buddys had CD Gonsets their dads 
>had in the shack, and we would sit for hours on end chatting and 
>fooling around and nobody cared! You'd call CQ for 20 minitues then 
>tune from 145 to 145.5 looking for an answer. Now that was some fun. 2 
>mtr FM and repeters ruined it all. <sigh, for the GOOD ol' days>

>CQ 2 meters....(X100).... CQ 2 Meters, anyone out there? 


Well, Steve, I started on 2 meter AM in 1938. At that time it was 
actually two and a half meters (112-116 mhz). I used a type 27 tube with 
the base removed so it would work on that frequency. It was ina 
modulated oscillator/super regenerative detector configuration, and used 
just the one tube. I really don't know how much power we were running. 
The wires coming out of the glass envelope were soldered directly to the 
rest of the circuit. 


The tube was taken from an old Atwater Kent broadcast radio. So was the 
power supply, which was in a separate chassis in those days. As a kid, I 
did not have much sense, and got across the 250 volts of that supply a 
few times. I am lucky to have made it through those years. If my parents 
had known of the dangers, the whole mess would have been thrown out. 


We could tell when the receiver was working because it made a rushing 
sound. The microphone was an F-! button stolen from a public phone. You 
just unscrewed the cover of the handset and you had a free mike (yes, I 
am ashamed to admit that I did that). The headphones were made by Murdock 
, up in Chelsea, Massachusetts, my old home town. The microphone required 
a battery for it to operate. We got as much FM as we did AM, but it 
didn't matter because the receivers were so broad anyway. When you 
listened across the band, you could tell if another station was listening 
because you could hear his receiver....it put out almost as much signal 
as the transmittter did. We didn't have coax so I went up to the roof 
with the whole mess and used a whip for an antenna. There were very few 
stations on the band so it was a thrill to work anybody. 


The commercial rig of the day was the Abbott TR-4 (I think). It was a 
transceiver but had an RF stage to stop the receiver from putting out so 
much signal. It cost more than the average ham could afford, at least a 
school kid. But those were tough days for everyone. 


We never really knew if we were in the band or not, but it didn't matter 
because everybody knew those were useless frequencies and would never be 
used for anything. The only test device we had were called "leecher 
wires", and we could tell our approximate frequency using those, but 
nobody really cared too much. 


Right after the war we went to the present band. Most of us used a piece 
of military equipment called the SCR-522. It was really great and gave us 
a chance to work DX. But it did require a pretty good high voltage power 
supply. It had been made to be remotely controlled, but we pulled out all 
that stuff, and made it single frequency. When we would call CQ, we would 
just tune the band. The receiver had been crystal controlled, but a mod 
came out in one of the magazines for making it tuneable. It was very 
broad, and unstable, but it got the job done. 


Those were good ole days. there have been many such days in my years of 
hamming. Like building my first tritet oscillator, using a 6L6 tube and a 
Bliley crystal. The circuit was called the "QSL-40", and came out in QST 
during the late 30's. My receiver was a regenerative detector that worked 
fine except that if I got my hand too close to the bakelite panel, the 
signal would disappear. My first DX station was F3RA, and what a thrill 
when I got his QSL. I lost him after our exchange of signal reports 
because I tried to tune him in better and body capacity took him out of 
the picture.Then I went to the National SW-3 regenerative receiver, and 
then the Hallicrafter Sky Buddy. 


In 1963, I and a friend of mine decided to get on amateur television. 
There was no equipment available in those days that anyone could afford, 
so we made our own, except for converting military UHF equipment. I still 
have the first camera I ever built. Did you ever wind 5000 turns of NR 32 
wire on a toilet paper roll center for a focus coil? The deflector coils 
were really something to build because they had to be wound flat, and 
then made to fit on the vidicon. We got the vidicon from a TV station. 
They let us have it because it had a spot burned into it. But it worked 
fine for us. The lens came from an old 8mm movie camera. 


Gosh, I could go on for hours, but I have bored everyone to death by now. 
Enjoy your memories; they are precious!

I became involved in 80 meters QRPp quite by accident, and now I can't break 
the habit. 


I'm a personality that just can't seem to let the phone ring and divert to 
the answering machine. If I hear it ring, I'm compelled to answer... even if 
it really isn't convenient. I'm psychologically challenged I suppose :-) 


It is this flaw in my genetics that I attribute my addiction to QRPp. 


While in my den/shack/workshop/doghouse/etc., I turn one of my rigs on with the 
volume down low (or just at the threshold of marital bliss) while I go about 
doing what I need, want, or just happen to do. I suppose I started doing this 
out of guilt... I get caught up in the ho hum of everyday life, and forget to 


take time to get on the air and play once in awhile. What harm is there in 
just listening? I can enjoy the "ambiance" in a non-interfering manner while 
continuing with physical activities of lesser quality. 


I switched the rig to 80 meters, and tuned around for a nice peaceful rush of 
white noise in some secluded spot at the CW end of the band then went straight 
to my work. I probably got caught up in some activity for half an hour or so 
when a station hammering out a CQ broke my concentration. He was strong, so I 
knew he would soon get a response... Nothing... CQ CQ CQ again... Still no 
response. I soon found myself getting restless, and my thoughts went something 
like this: 


"Gee this guy is going to think nobody hears him! There doesn't seem to be 
anybody around that wants to chat with him. I don't really have time to chat, 
but I should at least give him a call and let him know that somebody is 
listening. If I do, I'll end up in a QSO for half an hour or more, and I won't 
get this '‘important' stuff done!" 


This thread was interrupted with yet another chorus of "CQ CQ CQ", and I felt 
that time was running out. 


"If I don't call this guy soon, he will go elsewhere, and never realize that 
he was putting in such a good signal. I'm going to feel real bad because I 
didn't even attempt to call him back... Hey! I know what I can do... I'll 
crank my power way down, and give him a call. He surely won't hear me if I 
run only 100 mw. Perhaps he will hear just enough to know somebody is calling 
him, be satisfied that he was heard, then go peacefully on his way and find 
another frequency where somebody is waiting to engage in a QSO. He will be 
satisfied that he was heard, and I will have freed my conscience that I had 
acknowledged his presence. Not much time invested, and no harm done." 


So I thought! 


I bought into this arcane thought process, cranked the power down to 100mw, 
sent his call once, followed by de N3GO K. As I rudely jumped up to head back 
to whatever it was that I was doing which was of a much higher priority; I 
heard N3GO N3GO N3GO de "HIS CALL HERE" 


"64$... Why did I go and do that? No I have to talk to this guy!" 


I scrambled for a pencil, dug under my stack of "to do" paperwork for a note 
pad, and settled into my operating position while shoving parts, books, and 
debris aside to get my key oriented such that I could execute a brief exchange 
of the necessary accounting information. 


"Wow! only 100mw" is the typical reply. "UR 579 and gud cpi hr" is another 
commonly heard phrase. An hour or so later, my XYL walks into my den, and 
glares at me, while I return an expression most associated with an adolescent 


who just got caught with his face covered in chocolate. 


This episode reruns all too often to refer to it as luck. I operate at 100mw 
and above, only when I need to rise above the QRN to make my weekly KnightLites 
appearance. I keep a QRO schedule with a friend of 20 years every Monday 
morning; running 100 watts only because it's the macho thing to do :-) Last 
Monday morning, I even established contact with him W2KK in Md running only 

1 mw, and when we went to SSB for our regular weekly "Chat", we kept the QSO 

by bumping the power by 30 dB to a whopping 1 watt. This was quite an 
accomplishment on my part... Dick has been a hard sell. It took me 10 years to 
get him to sell his KW gear. We will be back to 100 watts next week I'm sure: -( 


The "tricks" (if there really are any) to success on 80 meters QRP can be 
summarized as follows: 


1). Listen... CQ's are plentiful, and most don't respond to very weak CQ's. 


2). Respond to stations with very high signal strengths. Remember you are 
20 dB lower in signal strength on his end if he is running 100 watts to 
your 1 watt. If he is 20 dB over S9, and QRN is S8 or less, you have a 
good chance of being heard, and folks who call CQ tend to listen for weak 
Signals. They think they might catch some rare DX, and somehow feel that 
the more rare the DX, the weaker the signal. Go figure. 


3). Don't stick to QRP calling frequencies. The band is your universe. Go 
exploring. 


4). Don't waste your time attempting to call a station that is calling CQ DX. 
They will generally ignore you, unless you meet his qualifications for 
DX. The only exception to this is that if you hear the station very very 
strong calling and calling and calling and calling... without reward... 
give him a quick call... His call once and your call once or twice. I have 
snagged some excellent ragchews in this manner. Just don't be offended if 
you get ignored. 


5). The band is best several hours after sunset to a few minutes after sunrise. 
You will have limited success during the day, except for some short hop 
stuff. If the signal you are calling is close to the noise, you will likely 
be buried in it. This is the primary parameter to honor. 


Why do I make contacts so easily at QRPp levels? The stations I hear at 
signal levels over S9 and calling CQ are running 5 watts or less. There just 
isn't a lot of difference between 100mw and 5 watts (roughly 3 S-units). The 
moral to this observation is that you can be successful if you call CQ at QRP 
levels... The only additional criteria needed over your QRO counterparts is 
a bit more patience. Hang in there.

I have a modified Windom (33' and 92' on each side) of 300 ohm window line. 
I too am on a small lot now. See my signature on what I have managed with 
950mW and this antenna in two years. Modest setup to say the least. 


On 80m in 30 days I've managed two QSOs. I think the problem is QRN at 
the present time. Just had a 30 minute QSO with a guy in TN. His 559 
my 449 I have experienced the same frustration level that you are going 
through. You can hear a bunch but they can't hear you and long CQs 
(3x3's with periods of listening) yield very little at the present time. 


Oh, this antenna is only up about 12 ft at the highest point. Works 
well on the higher bands and seems to work on 80m, but time will tell. 
Let us know when you are going to be on and what freq range you are uSing. 


The QRP calling frequency is 3.560 and both my Qs have been 2xQRP so 
far so good but it is slow. A lot slower than 40m and 30m. 


Hang in there. You are not alone. 


The last QSO was 15 minutes ago. Small world and I did come down to 
under 1W on 80m. I just couldn't stay at 1.5W. :-)

Those aren't dumb questions at all. The fox hunt exchanges are alot like a 
typical CW contest. I can best explain the exchange by giving an example of a 
few FOX QSOs: 


FOX: CQ FOX CQ FOX DE N9DD N9DD K 
HOUND: N9DD DE N8LXQ N8LXQ AR 

FOX: N8LXQ TU 5NN IN TOM 32 BK 

HOUND: R R TU 55N OH BRUCE 362 BK 

FOX: BK QSL BRUCE TU CQ FOX DE N9DD K 


Thats a real snappy exchange where both stations are hearing each other well 
and repeats aren't considered necessary. There are lots of personal 
variations but the example is typical. When the fox calls CQ, some guys will 
just send their call or "DE" and their call. Since most everyone knows what 
kind of info is to be sent, you really shouldn't send things like "NAME TOM" 
or "QTH OHIO". If the info is sent in the same order, there is no need for 
labeling everything. 5NN is an abreviation for the RST report of 599. It is 
common to send N for nine. The 32 and 362 in my examples are QRP list 
numbers. Hopefully you have seen info on how to get such a number. 


After a QSO the FOX continues looking for more hounds. The hounds either sit 
and listen or QSY to another frequency and see who else is around. 


Chuck Adams requested that those wanting to be a FOX this year send him their 
info in an Email. I sent mine along with lots of other guys. Chuck picked the 
ones who made it. I assume that he tried to get a good geographical spread 
and may have given extra consideration for QRP list old-timers or numerous 
other factors. I offered to buy him a Mercedes if he let me be a fox. That 
may have helped :-). 


FB on your 30 meter rig. I enjoy 30 alot. It is a great QRPers band. I hope 
you get your ICOM back in service soon. Good luck with your QRP efforts. I 
hope to hear you on 40 soon!

I had a problem with the oscillator in the KB2YTW/B beacon. The "Little 
Joe" I built used a 2N2222A for the oscillator, and overtone oscillator 
in fact, and I had a grunch of spurii in the 4 - 16 MHz range. I tamed 
the oscillator down, finally, by feeding the oscillatorwith a separate 
+6V regulated line. I put a 3-terminal TO-92 regulator on the board 
(78L06), and the problems and spurii went away. The final is fed froma 
+8V regulated line, and I have a 78L08 for that stage. The only thing in 
the rig fed directly from the +12V line is the ID'er. 


You might want to try reducing the collector voltage first before going 
into a more complicated fix.

>One of these methods has to be wrong. Which one? 


And the answer is..... neither! 


The temperature coefficient of a varicap («*correct* jargon for a voltag 
variable capacitance diode or varactor) is a nonlinear function of the applied 
tuning diode. No simple temperature compensaating scheme can perfectly 
counteract the effects of temperature. There will be too much compensation 

at some tuning voltages and too little at others. So, like most other things 
you have to strike a happy compromise. 


The above two methods are simply two ways of accomplishing that aim. 
Temperature compensation can be a very complex process, particularly for 
anything that is *mass produced.* Some of the factors involved are tuning 
range, inductor frequency temperature coefficient, varicap tolerance, effect 
on tuning dial accuracy and the effect on tuning nonlinearity. 


You might try querying the designers as to why they chose their particular 
method. And share it with the group here. We xhomebrewers* would like to gain 
some insight.

Thanks for posting the additional details on the SLV design. Your design seems 
to have filled a need for a simple antenna for portable use. My Black Widow 
should arrive this week and I'm looking forward to tinkering with it. 


The twinlead specified for the prototype places approximately 51' fo 
radiating conductor on the base of the collapsible pole. The vertical 
radiator adds another 16' for a grand total of 66'. Therefore the 
antenna offers a desirable half-wave on 40M, a full-wave on 20M and so 
on. 


VVVV Vv 


Some of the antenna experts on the list might want to check me on this, but I 
think what you have here is a base-loaded vertical. While you have 66' of wire 
here, I don't believe you have an electrical 1/2 wave on 40 meters. In fact, I 
think someone posted to the list that they measured 1/4-wave resonance at 5 MHz 
or SO. 


> Optimizing the antenna for 80M might include a full half-wave of speaker 
> wire or zip cord for the coil. The additional electrical length will be 
> helpful. 


Again, what you describe here is a short, base-loaded vertical or something more 
akin to a helically-wound vertical. The general rule of thumb for a 
helically-wound vertical is that a 1/2-wave of wire gives you approximately 
1/4-wave resonance. So, in the configuration you describe, I think you would 
probably be closer to 1/4-wave resonance for 80 meters. 


The configuration I'm planning to experiment with my Black Widow is to wind the 
coil with a single wire over the lower section of the rod to bring the 16' 
radiator to resonance as a 1/4-wave vertical. Using the program in HamCalc for 
mobile whip antennas, it will probably require soething on the order of 10 
microhenries or so of inductance to bring it into resonance. I also plan to use 
the shortened radials and twinlead feeder. I'll keep the list posted on how 
this configuration works. 


Thanks again for a great portable antenna design. I have a feeling this will be 
a fun project!

I have an OHR Classic that I bought during a group purchase late in 1995. I 
find it to be one of the most quiet receivers I have used. I do not have 
the other homebrew rigs mentioned in comparison, but do have 5 Ten Tec rigs, 
and have used many other commercial rigs over the years & find the OHR 
Classic to be right near the top of the bunch. The Corsair II is a tad more 
quiet, but none of the others are. 


I recently had an interesting experience along these lines. I was running 
an old Ten Tec Delta that I love, but know the receiver is a bit noisey on 
it. I called CQ, had a very weak answer, right down in the noise level come 
back. I finally copied his call after perhaps 6 tries. I asked him to 
continue sending, while I fired up another rig. I fired up the Classic, 
tuned him in, and carried on a 45 minute QSO with him, when I could not 
begin to copy on the Delta, due to the noise level. It turned out to bea 
Classic to Classic QSO, as he was also running QRP on his OHR Classic. 


Has the Classic been redesigned since I bought mine? I have heard this is 
so. At any rate, my Classic is a very quiet receiver. Antenna used is a 80 


meter horiz loop at 35'.

Daniel, it has been my experience that the pre-amp in the Classic is 
the cause of most of the noise. My Classic is totally unusable in 
combination with a large Windom type antenna, but it performs 
beautifully with my small magnetic loop antenna. 

Try switching out the pre-amp, perhaps by using a couple of 
(regular) switching diodes -:)

Hi Mike, Don't know much about horizontal loops. 40ft high 
vertical full-wave rectangles have higher gain and a lower 
take-off-angle than 40ft high half-wave dipoles when the 
loop is fed on a side to achieve vertical polarization.

This thing has 3dBi broadside gain for take-off-angles

vertical. Above 30deg, it is primarily horizontal.

Well, it will never be a super rig. When you're done, you'll have a 
roller skate with dual overhead cams, cruise control, parachute braking, 
metal flake paint, and bucket seats. It will only cost $5 less than a 
cadillac. On the other hand, it might be quite a conversation piece. The 
40-9er is not a "good basic radio skeleton". It is an excellent example of 
how much can be accomplished with so little. A better example of a good 
basic radio skeleton is the R2/T2 direct conversion revr/tx combination. 


Even when you have finished what you have suggested, there are still a few 
things missing, like dynamic range, tuning range, and AGC (sorry Chuck). 
AGC is particularly vital to me this morning, because last night I was 
listening to the fox with my 40-9er when local N6XI started to call him and 
nearly melted my headphones, along with that mushy stuff between the 
earpads. 


Having said all these discouraging things, I say go for it! Build it in 
modules, one piece at a time. Play with each part a while before adding 


the next enhancement. Learn from it each step along the way. You'll 
probably replace the 40-9er core along the way. You'll learn what works 
and what doesn't work. It will be the cheapest college education you can 
buy.
